The Elite Behind the Throne 


One of the key factors to the 
formation and perpetuation of an 
* Establishment" in the behavior­ 
al sense is the aid;virtual quality 
of holding to broad interests be­ 
yond the immediate business of 
each member The man who con­ 
tents himself with becoming a per­ 
sonal success in life and who tend* 
to mind his own business will 
usually not join the Establish­ 
ment 
Bu? it should immediately 
be 
made clear that no Establishment 
worthy of the name ever "elects' 
officers or formally admits mem­ 
bers There are no due*, no by­ 
laws. no rules of procedure

person "joins" the Establishment 
when his think.ng and his behav­ 
ior indicate that he follows the be­ 
liefs held by the influential peo­ 
ple in the group, that he is will­ 
ing to listen to them, that he is 
willing to obey them, that he is 
willing to do favors for them.
